of the Lerd: For he dettroyed the enemies on

the friends of Zion’s profperity, that profefling 
chriftians fhould unitedly receive, hold faft and 
maintain the truth as it is in Jefus.—How defira- 
ble the fight, to fee the citizens of Zion united in 
thought and affection, all: true friends, to true re- 
ligion !_ It is enjoined on chriftians, to behave as 
members of the fame body, united to the fame 
head, and having the fame common intereft ; and 
they are warned againft fchifms and divifions 3 fo 
that all well-withers to Jerufalem’s welfare muft 


be afflicted,in a degree, when chriftians contend : 


And on the contrary, rejoice when their peace is 
great ;—their unity—their ftrength and beauty: 
Again,—By the peace of Jerufalem here may
